Nebraskan took the floor to as- 
sail bis party leadership and pro- 
nounce his own philosophy ^of pol- 
itical independence.

The law de- 
creed that Pettit should pay the 
penalty for murder and a part of 
the penalty was that the convicted 
man should be placed in solitary 
confinement, Where there

escape from memories, three days 
three nights each year. The dates 
Deq.

Already'Pettit has served six of 


He must 
serve 13 more be'fore he will even 
be eligible for parole, since his 
sentence is from 19 to 20 years in 
the state prison."

Payrfe on Dec. 25, 1923, near Shel- 
by. Payne died the following day 
from his bullet wounds. 


Judge J. w. Galbraith, of the 


Richland-co common pleas court 
at Mansfield, sentenced Pettit to 
serve from 19 to 20 years in the 
penitentiary with the added pun- 
ishment of solitary confinement 
during Christmas. 


Wilbur Pettit, twin brother of 


Willard "Pete" Pettit, was convict- 
ed of second-degree murder 
in 


connection with the 
death of 


Payne, was sentenced to serve the 
remainder of his li£g in the state 
prison when the jury which found 
him guilty recommended mercy. 
He was spared the punishment of 
solitary confinement, however. 


It was charged that Payne was 


shot and fatally wounded during 
an 
argument 
with 
the Pettit 


brothers. Pete 
contended 
that 


Payne had threatened him and 
that the man attacked him. His 
brother, Wilbur, interferred and 
several shots were fired during 
the encounter. 


IN WOOLEN* MILL. 


Pettit works eight hours 
each 


day in the penitentiary woolen 
mill. He has lost his habit of 
smoking, he proudly boasted when 
asked what brand of cigarets or 
tobacco he used. He claims that 
he gave up smoking when he en- 
tered the "big house" on March 
22, 1924. 


As the reporter arose to leave, 


Pettit shook hands with him, say- 
ing that he wanted to send Christ- 
mas greetings to all his former 
friends and neighbors. 
He seem- 


ed sorry that the interview was 
over. 


He then turned and slowly walk- 


ed back to his place in the woolen 
mill. One other prisoner at Ohio 
penitentiary spends his Christmas 
days in "the hole.",, ,He>js George 
"Jiggs" Loestiner, Cleveland police 
killer, who will serve his eleventh 
term in his solitary 
cell this 


Christmas. 


Loestiner, hailed by many of 


the prisoners as one of the heroes 
of the Penitentiary fire last April, 
was convicted of murder in the 
first degree for the slaying of 
Patrolman Gefney, of the East 
Cleveland police department, dur- 
ing the robbery of the Cleveland 
Trust Company, on Dec. 19, 1918. 
The wounded policeman died on 
Christmas day.

COST FOUND 


Tne cost of local government m 


Ohio was 
over 
3410,000,000 m 


1928, as measured by expenditures 
other than those 01 government 
owned public service enterprises 
These local expenditures account 
for over 88 percent of the total 
state and local expenditures in 
Ohio, according to reports made to 
The Governor's Taxation Com- 
mittee by its sub-committee on re- 
search. 


Over 60 percent of the cost of 


local government is attributable 
to the building and maintenance of 
schools and highways, according to 
the committee. The annual local 
cost of education is- over $137,000,- 


000, 
and the annual local cost of 


streets and highways is over $11,- 
000,000. Other important 
func- 


tions of government account for 
the following expenditures: Pro- 
tection, 
$27,000,00; 
Sanitation, 


$27,000,000; General government; 
$26,000,000; Chanties and cor- 
rection; $13,000,000; Health, $9,- 
000,000. 


While changes m the tax laws 


may result in a- better distribution 
of the burden of government, the 
total amount of the burden can 
be reduced only by curtailing pub- 
lic expenditures, or at least re- 
tarding their increase. 


As the State Government ex- 


penditures were only a littJe over 
$53,000,000 in 1928, or less than 
half 
the local expenditures for 


either highway or eduction, it is 
clear that the reduction of govern- 
mental costs themselves is chief- 
ly a- local problem. As long as the 


citizens of local spending bodies 
continue to vote tax levies and bond 
issues the cost of government may 
be expected to increase. This in- 
crease for the state as a whole, as 
indicated by revenues alone, has 
been well over 200 percent since 
1916 even when the changing price 
level is accounted 1'or.

has 
weathered [ 


many similar attacks, but it nas 
intensified the resentment of that 
wing of the anti-prohibition group T 
which has made its chief complaint 
the fact that the people "never 
voted" on the 
question. 
Judge 


Clark, whose appointment was 
proclaimed a,dry victory, certain- 
ly did not strengthen the cause of 
prohibition^ >• "ruling it uncon- 
stitutionally ^fiaeted. 


While a hearing on the appeal 


to the United States supreme 
court is being- awaited, prohibition- 
ists are not\a)kaken with doubts 
as to the -oufctjme and wets fore- 
see only an- unfavorable decision, 
although, they* always have and 
probably will argue .that it "isn't 
legal." 


Judge Clark's position is that 


the eighteenth amendment, to be 
legal, should have been submitted 
to a direct' -vote of the people as 
well afe to the legislature for rati- 
fication. It" was ratified only by 
legislative actioa." 


The "supreme court has already 


held tfiat amendment^ to the fed- 
eral constitution can be ratified 
either by direct vote of the people 
or by legislative action, and1 that 
the federal constitution, not the 
state constitutions, fixes the me- 
thod by which states shall ratify 
amendments to .the national con- 
stitution.
